In a very forceful manner he has 
pointed out that where farmers are 
growing clover and making manure, 
all they need to balance their fer­ 
tilizer is acid phosphate.

tho state, in which acid phosphate has 
paid from 3 to 8 times its cost when 
applied to general farm crops. 
Acid phosphate increases the yield 
of corn, makes better clover and gives 
more and better wheat. 
He argued for at least GOO lbs. of 
acid phosphate per rotation, applied 
to the wheat and corn, half in half, in 
order to maintain fertility.

vised, also, that the acid phosphate 
be put on corn ground with the grain* 
drill or else applied to the manure 
before spreading.

Sir Murk Isutnbard Brunel, engineer 
of the Thames tunnel, died ut London. 
December 32, 1S4iL 
The great enter­ 
prise by which he became popularly 
distinguished was the tunnel connect­ 
ing the shores of Essex mid Kent, tine 
day Brunel conceived the construction 
of a cast-iron shield, which should bore 
like an auger by means of strong 
hydraulic screws, while as fast as the 
earth 
was 
cut 
away, 
bricklayers 
should be at hand to replace it with an 
arch. 
He patented the plan and re­ 
vived the project of a road under the 
Thames. 
In 1824 the Thames Tunnel 
company was formed, and tho next 
year the work started and was pur­ 
sued through many dlflleultles from ex­ 
plosions of gas and eruptions of wa­ 
ter—until 1828. 
At the beginning of 
that year about 600 feet had been 
completed 
when 
the 
river 
broke 
through and six men were drowned. 
Work was suspended until 3885, when 
the government advanced the company 
over a million dollars. 
At last the 
1,200 feet was completed and the tun­ 
nel opened on the 2.5th of March, 1842. 
Brunel was knighted by tin* queen 
and his fame was borne to tile ends 
of the earth.

This hospital train left New York city recently en route for 
the Pacific Coast. Four or five of these trains leave the various railroad 
term inals at the ports of embarkation every day. 
They have been seirt 
out by the medical department of the U. S. army. The idea is to send the 
wounded men into their home towns and distribute the wounded soldiers 
throughout the entire country. The trains can accommodate some 300 sol­ 
diers and they have all the comforts they would have in a regular hos­ 
pital. A surgeon is in attendance in each car. Two Red Cross attendants 
accompany each train and remain there distributing cigars, cigarettes, 
magazines and newspapers to the boys. The R$d Cross workers work in 
shifts, th at is they ride for a day or so and are relieved at various cities by 
others.
